Truman Sends Congress His 


Second Tax Slash Bill Veto 


Washington, July 18 (ZP) — Presi­ 
dent Truman today sent Congress a 
second 
veto 
of 
the 
Republican - 
backed $4,000,000,000 tax cutting bill 
with the assertion it is still the 
"wrong kind of tax reduction” at 
the "wrong tim e.” 
House 
leaders planned an 
im ­ 
mediate vote and confidently fore­ 
cast the necessary two-thirds m a­ 
jority to override. 
But 
Republicans 
foresaw 
little 
hope of rolling up an overriding 
majority in the Senate. 
Failure of either house to override, 
they say, will kill any tax reduction 
for the current session of Congress. 
Mr. Trum an’s veto message went 
to the House which originated the 
income tax slashing measure to be­ 
come effective January I. The first 
bill he vetoed was identical, except 
that it would have taken effect last 
July I. 
Since that veto, the President said, 
"there has been no lessening of the 
need to make substantial payments 
on the public debt.” 
Mr. Truman said that when the 
tim e comes to lessen the wartime 


tax burden it should be reduced “on 
a basis that is fair to low income 
groups as well as to high income 
groups.” 
W ithout 
specifying 
w h e n 
he 
thought the time would be ripe for 
cutting taxes, the President asserted: 
"I am unequivocally committed to 
the right kind of tax reduction at 
the right time. The right kind of 
tax reduction must be based upon 
a careful consideration of all ele­ 
ments of our tax structure.” 
The Republican bill trims taxes 
from 30 per cent in the lowest tax­ 
able incomes to 10.5 per cent on in­ 
comes over $302,000. 
But Mr. Truman termed this m eas­ 
ure "a premature and faulty tax 
reduction bill” which would inject 
into the tax system "inequities which 
greatly 
increase 
the difficulty of 
making desirable revisions.” He add­ 
ed that the legislation is “at com­ 
plete variance with the fundamental 
requirements of a good tax bill,” and 
said he is “compelled” to veto it. 
The President referred to inter­ 
national obligations as another rea­ 
son for delaying the reduction of 
taxes.

Grain crops in Adams county 
will show losses as high as 46 
per rent this year, beeause of 
the unusually heavy rainfall this 
month; some hay has been made 
practically worthless for feed­ 
ing purposes, sour cherries and 
peaches have been damaged, and 
many farms seriously injured by 
soil erosion, according to County 
Farm Agent ML T. Hartman. 
“Although the total amount of 
rainfall has not been excessive, the 
manner in which it has fallen has 
been 
exceedingly 
detrimental 
to 
many farm crops, and damage from 
soil being washed away is heavy,” 
Mr Hartman said. 
AU parts of the county have been 
hit by cloudbursts, on one occasion 
more than two inches of rain falling 
in a very short period, the county 
agent said. Tile volume of rainfall 
has been so great that the ground 
could not absorb it. 
Machinery Mired 
"Although the showers have been 
localized, there have been very few 
days this month that there has not 
been some rainfall," Mr. Hartman 
said. "These interm ittent showers 
are delaying normal harvesting of 
hay and grain.

W ith such overhead in adm in­ 
istrative costs, would the quality of 
medical service be 
improved? 
In 
other words, can the governm ent 
do the job better than the individ­ 
ual? There is no precedent to prove 
th a t it can. 
Challenges Freedom 
Never do these “great hum ani­ 
tarian undertakings” come upon a 
people in their final revolting form.

I see th a t the 
sparrow- cheeps and flits and sings 
adequately to the great design of 
the universe; th at m an does not 
communicate with it. understand its 
language, because he is not one with 
nature.” 
Thoreau wrote but a small hand­ 
ful of books—all notable, however, 
though a 
adequate 
book today is his "A Week on the 
Concord 
and 
M errimac 
Rivers." 
though "W alden’’ rem ains as his 
masterpiece and m ost widely read 
book. It Is one of the greatest books 
written by an American and one of 
the great books of the world. Thor- 
eau’s journals, which he kept during 
most of his lifetime, are stim ulating 
reading. He wrote fearlessly, because 
he had "no axe to grind.I” 
He had few friends, but those who 
were loved him. "Some m en,’’ he 
once wrote, "may be my acquaint­ 
ances merely, but one who I have 
been accustomed to regard, to ideal­ 
ize. to have dream s 
about as a 
friend, and mix up intim ately with 
myself, can never degenerate into an 
acquaintance." 
Upon the birthdays of such men 
as Thoreau, w-e should soberly think 
of their great services, and seek to 
emulate their independence of char­ 
acter, and their pride in honesty of 
expression.

Bombay, India, July 18 OPV- About 
70 survivors were reported Unlay to 
have been found out of 721 persons 
who were aboard the 400-ton coastal 
steamer Ramdas when she sank yes­ 
terday In the storm -sw ept Arabian 
sea, 12 miles south of Bombay.
